The radar set which has been sketched in a rather primitive 
way is probably the same as that desoribed in two other 
reports @ . The location of this radar post with two different 
sets seems to chen-ve frum time to time, but these chanes do 
not seem to be connected with the varying landing directicns, 
Cavsacity, frequency, and type designation of the set are un-— 
known.
